SHIPMENTS OF GOLD 

ARE GOING TO OTTAWA 


Allied Forces Are Operating Behind a Close 
Screen, and Even Paris Summary Gives 
No News—Von Kltick’s Tactics Fail, and 
There Is Every Justification of Optimism 


Oallao, Peru. Oct. 1.—The Koemoa 
steamer Marie arrived here to-day 
with the crew of the British aleamer 
Bankfields, which waa sunk by the 
German cruiser Lelpslg off Elen, Peru. 

The crew of the Bankflelds have ap¬ 
pealed to the British consul here in the 
hope of obtaining their liberty. The 
men said that tlieir ship carried- a 
cargo of sugar valued at $500,000. 

The Marie was followed into port by 
the German steamer Amasia. also of 
the Kusmoa line, which coaled the 
Leipzig a few days ago. 


Xew York. Oct. 1.—The first ship¬ 
ment of gold to Ottawa, for account of 
the one hundred million dollar gold 
pool raised to pay Indebtedness abroad, 
was made to-day. when $5,000,000 in 
coin and bars was taken from the sub- 
treasury and assay office. 

It Is the purpose of the managers of 
the fund to ship at least $25,000,000 to 
Canada by the middle of the month. 

There was a further decline in ex¬ 
change on London to-day in conse¬ 
quence. With cables at $4.97H and 
demand at a cent under that quota¬ 
tion, exchange now Is about five cents 
under its high rates of the early week. 


London. C>rt. t. 1.57 a. m.—Turkey, the, 
London Daily Telegraph says It under¬ 
stands is about to make a demand con¬ 
cerning the station of certain British 
warships with which it will be Impos¬ 
sible for Great Britain to comply, and 
it-4a likely, therefore, to bring Turkey 
Into the European war. 

The Telegraph instances many indi¬ 
cations of the Turkish policy, such as 
the Ottoman government's ambigious 
conduct in relation to the German 
cruisers Ooeben and Breslau, the Invi¬ 
tation to German officers to go to Con¬ 
stantinople, the mobilization ' of Turk- 
i.sh troops in Syria and the closing of 
the Dardanelles, and adds: 

"If Turkey cho-ises war let her clear¬ 
ly understand that It will mean the 
end not merely of Turkey in Europe, 
but Turkey in Asia, and that tlie allied 
powers Will exact tlie fullest retribu¬ 
tion." » 


GERMANS DESTROYED 

THE RAILWAY BRIDGE 


Legation at Pekin Makes 
Threats as to Further Acts 
of Destruction ’* 


London, Oct. 1, 1.07 p.m.—The screen of secrecy erected by tht 
censorship almost entirely across Northern France stands to-day 
nearly unimpaired. It fans, however, jud^doff from indications in 
London, been pierced here and there with holes which permit soma 
inkling of the events happening on the stage behind it. 

From what can be deduced from fragmentary glimpses, there is 
justification, in the opinion of British observers, for confident optim¬ 
ism on the part of the allies. This describes events as shaping them¬ 
selves for a repetition of history as it was written on the river Marne 
when the allied forces sent the Germans back on their tracks. 

All von Kluck's Tactics Fail. 

All the skilful tactics employed by General von Kluck, the com¬ 
mander of the German right wing, have thus far failed. These efforts, 
however, have by no means ceased, and the German general staff, it 
is felt in London, probably will risk something elsewhere in order to 
reinforce this wing. 

Heretofore, reinforcements have been met by reinforcements. 
The Germans nearly got through the allied ring near Albert, to the 
northeast of Amiens, but after two days of fierce fighting they failed. 
These incessant assaults on the part of the Germans have, according 
to the allied commanders, CMt the assailants such appalling losses in 
men that, even allowing for reinforcements, their ranks must have 
been materially weakened. 

The announcement from France of the decree giving effectiveness 
to the post of marshal of France, coming simultaneously with the re¬ 
port of General Joffre, commander-in-chief of the French forces, of 
the satisfactory condition along the entire battle line, has been hailed 
by the allies as significant. 

The German navy is showing increased activity on the Baltic 
coast. It is in readiness to support German land forces if they should 
succeed in forcing the passage of the river Niemen, from which, how¬ 
ever, they have been forced back by the Bussian army. 

In the meanwhile there has come to London news that within a 
week a new Bussian army, one million strong, will join the present 
armies in Poland and Galicia for “Bussia's principal attack on Ger¬ 
many.” 

French Communique it Brief. 

Paris. Oct. 1. 2.55 p.m.—The following official rommunication was given 
out here this afternoon) 

"There has been no modification in the general situation. We have never¬ 
theless made progress on our left, to the north of the Somme, and on our right, 
in the southern Woevre dlalrict." 

The Germans continue the fierce attack in the angle ftirmed by the rivers 
Glse and Aisne in the direction of Tracy-le-Mont just northeast of the forest 
of the Aigne. already the scene of a success by the allies. Here the French 
lines have thus far held solidly, and attempts to break them have been futile. 
The contest has been singularly desperate, but the allies, by delivering counter 
manoeuvres, have checked the attempts of their adversaries. 

The latest new's from thekJront, while not giving 8ufftcie»t details to satisfy 
the Parisian eagerness for war news, is nevertheless regarded by them as fa¬ 
vorable. and they continue to wait with patience for some decisive result of 
the great battle. 

Repsats Manoauvrst Ineidant. 

Lieut.-Colonel Rousset. the military 
critic, writing to the Petit ParlHlen. 
quotes the sentence from the official 
communication reading: "On our left 
wing to the north of the Somme, the 
action continues to develop more and 
more toward the north," and says: ! 

*T remember perfectly having seen, 
at the imperial meuioeuv'res of 1909' 
something analogous to the actual 
situation of the German forces to-day. 

A certain corps of the attacking army, 
disappointed In a manoeuvre which It 
contemplated against the left flank of 
the 'enemy,' found Itself at the end of 
the day compressed between two lines 
of fire which had the form of the tet¬ 
ter V reversed. It Is needless to say 
that the German emperor was not at 
all satisfied, and 1 doubt If he be more 
so to-day In seeing this singular oper¬ 
ation happen In actual warfare to his 
great toss. 

"Having been unable to oppose our 
extension toward the north, the Ger¬ 
mans struggled to break at its sum¬ 
mit the angular line we occupy. 

Against Tracy-le-Mont they delivered 
a furious attack which appears to have 
cost them dear. Perhaps it is not the 
last one. I Imagine, however, that 
such assaults will become more and 
more rare because they will wear out 
when unsuccessful,

The Bankfields was a steamer of 
2,339 tons. Captain Ingham. Rhe sail¬ 
ed from Cardiff on June lo. for Iqul- 
que. Peru, and arrived at Antofagasta. 
Chile, on July 30. She had not been 
reported since. 

The German cruiser Leipzig has 
been active since tlie war begun. She 
sailed from San FrunclKOo after coal¬ 
ing in port on August IR. Since then 
she has been variously reported, hut 
no definite news of her whereai>outH 
was received. To-day's report Indi¬ 
cates that she has been looking for 
prizes on the western coast of South 
America, Tlie Bankfields I.s tlie first 
vessel sunk by her, so far as is known.

made an attempt last night to blow up 
the Grand Trunk Pacific’ bridge over 
the .‘Saskatchewan river at St. Loqls. ^ 
according to a man reaching the city on 
this morning’s train from Prince AI-! 
l>ert. who vouches for the correctness 
of the fitory. 

Inspector Dufftis. of the R.N.W.M.P.. 
wlio i.s in charge of the district, would 
neither deny nor confirm the report. 

The men attacked the two night 
guards on duty at the bridge and at- 
t' lnpied to overpower them, declaring 
that they were going to blow up the 
structure. It U alleged, according to 
the report, they did not succeed in their 
attempt, hut It could not be learned 
just what took place. The officials at 
the local offices of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific would not say anything. 


London, Oct. 1. 8.13 a.m.—Tele¬ 

graphing from I’arls under date of 
Wednesday, the correspondent of the 
Daily Mall reports the destruction liy 
heavy artillery of the unfortified town 
of Albert, eighteen mlle.s from Amiens, 
whi< h has been the scene during the 
past few days of a prolonged and ter¬ 
ribly murderous artillery battle. He 
gives the following account of the 
scene from ah eye-witness wlio waa 
on a hill overlooking Albert: 

"We w'ere warned along the road to 
he careful and saw a vast column of 
people coming away fnim the town, 
but nothing happened until we heard 
a deep boom, quite unlike the noise 
made by an ordinary field gun. and a 
shell Evidently of much greater force 
and size fell In the town. We thought 
it must be an accident of misdirection 
and then to our indignation the sliells 
began to fall rapidly. They came in 
bunches. There were several batteries 
at work and their aim was excellent. 
I saw only three shells liur^t outside 
the town. The place collapsed liter¬ 
ally like a pack of cards that had beort 
built up into houses, as every moment 
something fresh went. N<iw it was the 


town hall, now’ a group of cottages and 
then a high wait. 

"It reminded one of a scene In a 
Drury Lane melodrama. Gne could 
not believe without an effort that one 
was seeing a real town shelled. It 
was just as If some Inventor had made 
a new kind of explosiv'e and had in¬ 
vited his friends to see It demolish a 
model town. I stayed there an hour 
fascinated.” 

The correspondent continues; 

"That brings the story up to 6.15 
p.m. when the witness left with some 
wounded who had lieen iirought out 
of the town. The road tow'ard Amiens 
at that time was packed W'ith refugees 
of all ages, and old men and women, 
too feeble to walk, were being wheele<| 
in barrows. 

"At half-past six a number of fires, 
lighting up the whole countryside, 
were visible. I,ooking toward Albert 
they appeared to be hay-rlcks which 
had been set alight by shells. The 
largest of these red glares was Albert 
on fire. Against the flaming back¬ 
ground the tall spire of a church stood 
out undamaged up to 8 o'clock, hut it 
waa impoa8ll>le to enter the town, as 
the beat waa too great and the streets 
unsafe." 


Peking. Oct. t.—No explanation has 
yet lieen advanced here of the dyna- 
mtiing of the railroad bridge at Tul 
Y'lo Ho. six niiles west of VVei-Hsien 
in HluTiUiing province, by Chine.^e 
ttoops. The foreign offii-e says that 
ttiia action wn.s not taken on orders of 
the war department, and suggests that 
(Jtrman r.ailniail employees might have 
cauHf'd fhe destruction. 

The foreign office Im.s requested the 
British legtitbm in Peking to mediate 
the question of rallro.ads between the 
f'hines** arul the Japanese. The Peking 
has .«uggesled that the Japan- 
seize no railroa<ls in China, and 
that the Chine.se anlhnrliles give as¬ 
surance that the transfer of railroads 
to any out.side nation be not permitted 
while the vvar basts. 

At the German legation In Peking It 
W"is said to-day that Germans caused 
the destruction early this week of the 
r;<llrond liridge at Tal Tua Ho. and 
that they will cause other bridges to be 
Ivnnmited If the Japanese continue 
fludr vve.'itward movement. They will 
dvnaniite also all the government 
hiilbiings at Tsing Tau when a further 
defence of tluit I'lace becomes impos- 
sihlc. they say. 

The .rajiane.so legation here to-day 
expressed the belief that the troops 
Tiow .iftacUing Tsing Tau would await 
the .trriv:il of siege gun.s. 


Von Auffenburg is Officially 
Stated to Be ill, Following 
Disastrous Retreat 


Paris, Oct- 1. 6.45 a.m.—It is offi¬ 
cially announced by Austria-Hungary, 
says a dispatch from Rome to the 
Havas Agency, that General von Auf- 
fenburg. commanding the first Aus¬ 
trian army, is ill. A messa<e from 
Vienna by way of Home gives chtyiera 
as the nature of the Illness. 

General von Auffenburg. minister of 
W'ar In the Austrian cabinet from Sep- 
temiicr 19, 1911, until December 9. 1912, 
w'as In command of the first Austrian 
army when the war broke out. With 
the army of General DankI he began 
an ofCen.slve campaign in Russian Po- j 
land and had some preliminary sue- i 
cesses. Invading Russian territory as! 
far as Lublin. I 

The Austrian reverse at Lemberg. I 
however, changed the situation in the j 
north, and for a time the position of ^ 
Auffenburg's army was said to be' 
precarious, as the Russians throat- j 
ened to cut him off. By desperate! 
fighting he managed to retreat safe¬ 
ly to Rzeszow. Galicia, where he again 
formed a Junction with General Dankl 
and the two armies retired toward 
Tarnow and Cracow. 

The last definite news received of 
von Auffenburg was that he was com¬ 
manding the centre of a new and in¬ 
tended defensive front with his base 
at Tamow.

AUSTRIAN PROMISES 


SEIZURES OF COPPER 

DESTINED FOR ENEMY 


It May Not Bo in Any Position to 
Carry Thom Out Whon 
War Ends. 


London, Oct. 1. 5.36 p. m.—A dispatch 
to the Evening News from Antwerp 
saya that the German attack on Ant¬ 
werp continued throughout last night 
with little Interruption. The Belgian 
forts replied so effectively, It I« report¬ 
ed. that the Germans several times 
W'ere compelled to cliange the position 
of their batteries 

The correspondent at Antwerp adds 
that Wavre and 8t. Catherine’s forts 
remained silent for some time yester¬ 
day afternoon. leading the Gormans to 
believe that their bombardment had 
silenced them. The Germans then sent, 
a section with field artillery to attack' 
the forts only to find themselves under 
tire. Only a few of the attacking force 
escaped. Following this the Belgians 
made a sortie and captured several 
guns. 


Washington, Oct. 1.—The British 
ambas.sador, Sir Cecil Sprlng-RIce, 
conferred with state department offi¬ 
cials again to-day over British seizures 
of American copper shipments in 
neutral ships. Ambassador Page In 
London will confer to-morrow with 
Sir Edward Grey, secretary for foreign 
affairs, on the subject. 

Great Britain has assured the 
United States that 4t will pay Ameri¬ 
can owners In all such instances. Offi¬ 
cials are inclined to the view' that 
where such shipments are plainly des¬ 
tined to belligerents, even though 
shipped through neutral ports, there 
Is no w’arrant In international law' to 
protest against their seizure. The 
subject, however, is open.

MARSHAL OF FRANCE 
AS JOFFRE’S REWARD 
FOR GALLANT WORK? 


2.43 p.m.—The Austrian government has 
replied to the Italian protest against 
the fioating mines in the Adriatic sea. 

Austria.deplores the sinking of Ital¬ 
ian vessels and promises to take meas¬ 
ures to remove the mt nace to .shipping 
and to fully Indemnify the relatives of 
the victims. 

It is reported that Italy demand.^ an 
indemnity from Austria of $l,000.i)00. 


T.ondon. Oct. 1, 10.45 a.m.—Aiihough 
at pre.Hcnt there fs no marshal of 
Frame, says a Bordeaux dispatch to 
the Havas agency, a decree dated Sep¬ 
tember 29 fixes the salary of this post 
francs ($6,000). 

The Matin points out that this is a 
significant step, and Is an augury per¬ 
mitting of the highest hopes. The post 
of marshal of France is the highest 
dignity obtainable in the French army, 
and .although it was originally a royal¬ 
ist post the rank was retained when the 
French army was reconstituted In 1875. 

This W'as with the proviso that the 
Conditions under which the rank would 
bo Ix'Htow'ed should be fixed later. 
These conditions up to the present have 
rever been laid down. 


GERMANY FORBIDS 

ENTRY INTO HOLLAND 


Amsterdam, via London, Oct. 1, 7.45 
p.m.—A dispatch to the HandeUblad 
from Macstricht says that the Germans 
in the Belgian province of Liege have 
issued a proclamation directing that 
no Belgians betw'een the ages of 
twenty and forty-five years, who are 
liable for military service, shall cross 
into Holland. Tiie correspondent states 
that the Germans are arresting and 
sending into Germany all the Belgians 
in this category. Mcuiy, however, have 
eluded capture and have arrived at 
Maestricht 


Washington. Oct. t.—Col. Jolew.ski, 
military attache of the Russian em¬ 
bassy, issued to-day the following of¬ 
ficial report from Petrograd: 

"On September 28, after stubborn 
fighting, our troops captured the Ger¬ 
man positions at Augustowo and 
Kopetz. On September 29 we took the 
defiles between the lakes of Slnno, 
Sereje and Lejpuny." 

"The Germans have been driven back 
into the region between Suwalki. 
Sejlny and Martabpol. Our advance 
continues. German siege artlllory con¬ 
tinues the bombardment of Ossowjetz, 
but without success. At Dclmlckln and 
at Andrejew only unimportant skirm¬ 
ishes are reported." 


LORD ROBERTS WARNS AGAINST MAKING 

UNDER-ESTIMATE OF GERMAN STRENGTH 


London, Sept. 80.—Lord Roberts, in 
an article In the Hibbert Journal, 
urges the empire not to under-estim¬ 
ate the power of Germany, with Its 
66,000,000 people. 

"X cannot help thinking," he writes, 
"that the great task of subduing that 
nation will begin when we. with our 
French, Russian and Belgian allies, 
have driven the Germans into the 
heart of their own territory. 

"May 1 give a word of caution to my 
fellow countrymen against the un¬ 
sportsmanlike practice of abusing one’s 
enemies. Let us avoid what KipUnc, 


during th« Boer war. describes os 
‘killing Kruger with our mouths.' Let 
us rather devote all our energy to de¬ 
feating our foemen by the superior 
fighting of adequate numbers of Brit¬ 
ish soldiers in the open field. 

"When we read the charges against 
the German troops let us remember 
that gross charges, absolutely untrue*, 
were brought against us when fight¬ 
ing In South Africa, but whether the 
charges are true or not let us keep 
our own hands clean and let us fight 
against the Germans in such a way 
as to cam their liking as well os their 
reap*"* 


MEXICAN ELECTION DATE. 


FI Paso, Tex., OcL 1.—Luis Aguirre 
Benavides, secretary of General Villa, 
under date of September 30, telegraph¬ 
ed the Associated Press that an 
armistice had been declared through¬ 
out Mexico with Aguas Catlentes as a 
neutral zone. He stated also that elec¬ 
tions would be held, according to the 
first agreement, from October 6 to 
October* *10. Carranza's resignation, 
generally expected to-day, may not 
place until after the conference 
military chiefs at Zacatecas.
